Toiid.NTo, Aug. 19.— The Globe's Ot- 
tawa correspondent nnnounires that as 
the result ol a friendly conference be- 
tween I'remier Laurier and hia col- 
leagues and the Manitoba ministerB, 
Hon. Messrs. Sifton, Cameron and Wat- 
eon, a .settlement of tha Manitoba 
school question has lieen reached. 

WiNNfPKQ, Aug. 18.— A report was in 
circulation on the streets to-day to the 
effect that Hon. Mr. Limrier and the 
.Manitoba ministers now in the East hail 
reachc'd an agreement for a settlement of 
the school question, (ieiitlenieii here 
who are t^losly associiitetl with the local 
goverunu-nt state that they have no iii- 
foniiation that would warrant them in 
conlirni iug the lejiort, but they say that 
the recent conference between Premier 
Laurier and Hon. Mr. Sifton have all 
been in relation to the school 
question. It is understood that the 
local government will concede little more 
to Mr. Liurier than was offered to the 
commisBioners from the Conservative 
government last spring, in order to 
bring abfiut a speedy settlement. 

Premier Cireenway, wlio is at bis 
Crystal City farm, was informed by wire 
by tlic I' ree Press to-night tliat Ottawa 
despatches stated a baeis of settlement 
of the school (juestion had been reached, 
and was asked if ho could eonlirin the 
same. The I'remier wired in reply that 
he was not in a position to confirm the 
Ottawa despatches; 



CUBAN TliAlN MYSTERY. 

ObBtructed and Attacked by Insurgents— 
Dynamited, Derailed and De- 
stroyed. 

Havana, Aug. 20. — The mystery of a 
missing militarv passenK^r train due 
here last Sunday has been solved, and 
furnishes another instance of the auda- 
city of the insurgents and of the troubled 
slate of airairs existing in the province 
of I'inar del Kio. On Sunday last a 
t/aiii having on boanl ii iiumbor of 
civilian [xit-M'U^'i'i'ri ami a strong escort 
of troo[)s, ciinsisliug of a regular car and 
armored cars for the military escort, 
left Consolaciori del Sur, Piimr dol Kio, 
for this city, and should have arrived 
here tiie same day. Liut the train did 
not appear, the railroad authorities be- 
came alarmed and the military author- 
itiea were notified. Apparently, how- 
ever, the latter were very Blow In tak- 
ing action. In any case, throughout 
Monday the military authoriticH pro- 
fessed absolute iguoniiice of the wliere- 
aboulH of the tr:iin, although it was un- 
derstood t hat iii(|uirics uf some descrifi- 
tion hiui Ijcen made along the line, but 
without any dellnile result. 

The failure to olitain the iieceHKi'.rv in- 
foruialion tiausetl the railroad [njople t(j 
renew their representivtiona to niilitaiy 
headquarters, and on Tuesday t-everal 
exploring parties, consisting of cavalry 
scouts, reported having heard heavy 
finng yesterday between Baeunaga and 
Taeou! The latter town is about one- 
third the distance between Gonsolaciun 
lei Sur and Havana, and not far from 
the important town of San Cristobnl. 
GouHolacion del Sur is only a short dis- 
tance from I'inar del Kio, capital of the 
province of that name. Later IheHCOuta 
rej)orted that the passtMiger conch, to- 
gether with the military cars, had Ik^oii 
derailed between BacuiiaL'a and Tacou, 
and it appears as if si'vit,- iii;nting tiad 
taken place between Liie escDpL of tlie 
train sind the iuHurgeiits whoattai;ked it. 

This news stirreil uj) the military 
authorities sufficiently to cause them to 
send relief traiua loaded with troops to- 
ward the scene. These forces, consist- 
ing of the Arapiles and Baabastro batta- 
lions, under the command of Col. Ar- 
joua, have just returned. The troops 
brought with them passengers, who are 
over forty-eight hdurslate, and the sur- 
vivors and wounded of the military es- 
cort of the train. The latter, it appears, 
were running between Canaeagiia an(l 
Tacoii when, near the point known as 
Kilometer llii, the train was coinjicllcd 
to alow up on account of an obstruction 
across the line, and as it did bo a smart 
riflttlire was opened upon the train from 
botii aides of tlie road, while a party of 
insurgents were. seen to in(vrch oi(t of 
concealment behind the triiin and place 
heavyi.blwtruoticips across the road.' Oth- 
er inaurgents.joecupied ..themBelvea: ac- 
tively iintemoviqg the rails behind the 
obBtrnotionr.thereby c^tcblti^< the thtliu 



tary train in a trap from which it could 
neither advance qor retreat. 

The tirddps promptly returned the fire 
of the insurgents, who keofc well under 
cover. The firing lasted three hours, 
according to the official statement. At 
the end of this time the insurgents are 
said to have been repulsed. It is an- 
nounced that the jnilitary escort, upon 
tho arrival of the relief train, burned 
the military jiasseiiger train and return- 
ed to this city with the Baabaatio atid 
Arupilea battalions. Unofficial vcraions 
of the aflair, however, claim thiU the 
train was derailed and aiibsLMiuently 
burned by the insurgents, and thiit tlie 
escort of the military train were rescued 
just in time to save them from beiiiL' ex- 
tenuimited by the enemy. As it was, 
six soldiera oi tlie escort are adiuilted to 
have been killed, and 21 soldiers were 
brought here wounded. The lieutenant 
is expected to die. 

Later detail|_ confirm the statement 
that the train was derailed by the insur- 
gents, who dynamited it and afterward 
destroyed the cars com pletely. The de- 
fence made by the esiiort is eaid to have 
lasted practically three dayp, although 
it is not i;hiiiiisd tluit the liriiig con- 
tinued all that time. Tin? iiisurtjentH 
who attacked the military train were in 
Btronir fori'i", and later they also tried to 
dynamite the relief train, but without 
elleut. Col. ArjouiL roporta that in retir- 
ing with the rescued escort of the train 
he was attticked by Antonio Macco aiiti 
a force of o,0Q';) iiisurgonts. Artillery 
fire, however, was opened upon the 
enemy, and the latter retreated. The 
insurgent loss is not known. The 
Spaniards claim the insurgents did not 
burn the military train until after the 
relieving column of troops had retired.

Mining Is Now the All Important Topic in 
Utali as in British •Columbia. 

John "W. Hughes, the aesislant city 
editor of the Salt Lake Herald, accom- 
panied by ^Ira. Ilnghea and bis niece, 
MIrs Amy Powers, catne in by the City 
oflCingston last ev-3ning from Seattle, 
Mr. iiughea ia on a pleaanre trip ami has 
been spending a couple oC weeks in the 
Sound country, be reports business 
considerably iinproveil in the Mormon 
capital. Sliiiinir, the chief induatry of 
the State oi Utah, is very active, ami while 
two years ago thouBanda of idle miners 
wen; to be found in the various mining 
camps, now all are working and earning 
good wages, and theoutput of gold, silver 
and lead ia very large. 

Great gold develoi)ments have taken 
place at Mercur, a new camp, sixty-live 
miles south of Salt Lake, where_ there 
are half a dozen dividend-paying com- 
panies and a score of others with ex- 
cellent prospects. The ore is low grade, 
averaging auout to the ton; but it 
runa very regular, and the (luantity ia 
practiciilly unlimited. It can be treated 
MUccessfuUy by only one ]-)rocL'!ia, the 
cvaniile, the aanio aa used in tho South 
African L'old regions.

He re- 
fei red eluiiuently to Mr. Edgar's quali- 
tications fur speaker, sayiiig that he waa 
eniinenily fitted for the position and 
would discharge the djitie's pertaining to 
the chair without favor to or fear of any« 
one. 

Sir Charlea Tupper replied briefly, 
He said he did not rise for the pur]>oso 
of opposing tho Premier's motion, rocog- 
niy-ing as be did the tireat ability of mV, 
Edgar, but he desired to express his re- 
gret that th'j time-honored rule of elect- 
ing a Kruncli Hjieaker altern.itely with an 
Knglish had been departed from. Lib- 
eral cries of Uli I (Jh I greeted Sir 
Charles' cloaing reinarke. 

Ur. Bouriiiot, clerk of tho house, then 
put the motion and Jlr. Edgar was 
elected without a dissenting voice. Tlje 
newly elected Speaker took the chair and 
thanked the house briefly for the honor 
conferred upon hiin. He spoke both in 
Engliab and French, the latter language 
with considerable hesitancy. On motion 
of Hon. Mr. Laurier the house ad- 
journed until to-morrow. 

In the Senate the comniiasion of the 
new speaker was read and three new 
members were introduced, Jleasrs. 
Mowat, Forget and Bechard. 

Senator -Mil ler called attention to the 
fact that the rules liad been transgresaed 
by the Senate meeting at 2:30 instead of 
3 o'clock, iletluewout the suggestion 
that the swearing in of Sir Oliver Mowat 
was illegal, 

Hon. Mr. Mowat said that he would 
take care that five years hence if a new 
speaker waa appointed this irregularity 
would not occur again. (Laughter.) 

Sir Mackenzie Bowell said ho was glad 
to hear Sir Oliver's prophesy. It was to 
be hoped, however, that flvu yeara hence ' 
tho responaibility would not devolve 
upon Sir Oliver of eelecling a speaker. 
After five yeara' experience, the 
probability was that there wotdd be 
aa great a political revolution in the 
country aa tlicre had been in tho paat 
few weeks. He promised that the op- 
position would endeavor as far aa they 
could to keep the government in the 
right path. 

Hon. Mr. Maaaon said that Hon. Mr. 
Scott had been acting aa lender during 
tho afternoon, but Mr. Mowat bad aa- 
sumed the duty. He thoiiglit the house 
ought to know which hon. gentleman 
A-uH to be the leader. There was some 
laughter at this remark and then the 
matter dropped. 

The speech from the throne waa final- 
ly agreed upon in council to-day. It an- 
nounces that the government will not 
submit any legiaialioti thi.'^ scs.-ion ; that 
pai-liamen't is called with the B]iecif:c

ROBBED OP GOliD BRICKS. 

A Masked Highwayman Holds Up the Sec- 
retary of tlie Cariboo Mining Company 

.-V Spokane dispatch of the l!)tli iust. 
says: Cieorge P. iMcCuiiley, secretary 
of the Ciiriiioi; Mining Company, while 
ret iiriii ng from Cam J) .NIcKinney , B.C., 
yesterday, with nearly .$1 1 ,001) worth of 
gol.l bullion, was held up and robbed by 
11 masked man. .McCaiiley t.dla his story 
as ii illows : 

"Tuesday morning I started alone 
friHii the Cariboo mine at Camp McKin- 
ney in a hngirv with three gold bricks 
weighing (j.'iii!,^ ounces. About two and 
a half miles from the mine, on a little 
hill in the woods, I heard a voice say- 
ing: ' Give us your money.' I tooked up 
to tho left, and on the bank of the road, 
about thirty feet distant, J e'aw a 
masked man. He was pointing a 
sliiu't-barreled carbine at me. Ho 
t lien told iiie to hold up my handa. I told 
liiiii I bail no anna with ine, but he in- 
sisted on niy holding up my hands. He 
said tome: ' Tlirow out the money.' 1 
got out of the buggy, went to the back 
p;irt and took out tiie saddlebags which 
contained tho bricks. He ordered me to 
throw them on the bank, which I did. 
He then asked me if I had any money, I 
replied IhiU. I had a few dollars, and 
said: ■ Surely voii don't want that.' He 
again savagely said : ' Throw it out.' In 
my right hand pants pocket I had a ifo 
bill, i^l in silver and alHtle small change 
and a knife. I turned the pocket inside 
out and threw the contents on the bank. 
Then I relumed to the buggy, and ho 
ordered me to drive in front of him. I 
turned my head around to see wdiat he 
was doing. He immediately drop[ied 
the saddlebags, tojk up bis rille and 
pointed it at iiie. He told me to drive 
on and not turn back. 'I'luit was the 
last I saw of hini. 1 had .''ome money 
in another pocket, which he could have 
had for the asking."

ToKON-TO, Aug. 20.— Hon, W. U. Bal- 
four, provincial secretary of Ontario, who 
has been seriously ill for some weeks, 
dlL'd in his chambers in the Parliament 
buildings at (i o'clock last evening. Hon. 
W. D. Balfour was born on August 2, 
1851, in Forfar, Scotland, his father be- 
ing David Balfour, of the Balfours of 
Kincardiiieahiro. In 1857 ho came with 
his iiarenta to Canada, who settled in St. 
Catharines. There he passed his boy- 
hood, and after completing his education 
at the public'schools and the Grantham 
Academy at St, Catharines, ho adopted 
tho teaciiing profession. In 1871), he lirst 
hecnine a candidate for parliamentary 
honors, when he unsuccessfully contested 
South IC.ssex for the Ontario legislature 
aL'aiiiat Mr, Lewis Wigle. In tho liye- 
eleclion on October 18, 1882, he again 
contested the seat and succeeded in de- 
feating Mr. ThomaB B. White, reeve of 
Colchester. Since that time he had con- 
tinuously represented the. seat in the 
Ontario legislature. In 1895 he suc- 
ceedi'd ]Mr. Thomas Btillnnlyno lis 
speaker of the legishiture. Upon tho 
aci-csHion of Sir Oliver Mowal to the 
l.aurier cabinet at Ottaw a, he bei-ame a 
member of the Ontario goveriiiiH'nt, re- 
ceiving tho portfolio of proviiiciiil secre- 
tary.

A few indi- 
vidual owners of small blocks in Spokane 
and Victoria are otlering it for sale, but 
not at 10 cent.s as stateti by the Miner, 
but for 1,'i cents.

No jierson sliail earelcssly or negli- 
gently ride or drive a bieyele upon or along any 
publle street or highway, or at a rate of speed 
faster than olglit miles per hour over or upon any 
street erossing or intersection, nor at any tiino 
wittioiit having a warning bell or whistle which 
must be sounded while apjiroaehlng and passing 
ovcra street crossing or intersection, or when 
approaching pede.slrians who may bo on or 
passing over tlie roadway of any street. 

Hec. 2. No person shall ride or drive a bicycle 
upon or along the sidewalk of any public street 
or highway within the City. 

See. ;!. Any person u' ing or propelling n bicy- 
cle shall keep to the left of tho centre of the 
road, and w hen jiassiiig any other bicycle or 
Vi:liiele other than a tram i-ar, travelling in an 
opposite direetion. sliall pnss to the left of such 
blej elp or vi'tiiele. 

Sec 1. Any |ierson using or proiielling a biey- 
ele when overtaking any other bieyele or vehi- 
cle, other than a tram-car, travelling in the 
same direction, shall pass to the right of the 
bicycle or vehiolc. 

Sec. ,5. -Any person guilty of sn infraction of 
any of the provisions of this by-law shall be 
liable for a lirst oiFence to a penalty not exceed- 
ing three dollars, and for every subsequent 
ollence to a penalty not exceeding ten dollars. 

Sec. Ii. This by law may be cited as " The

niattie Overman Makes a Further Statement 
Declaring the Minister to Be the 
Blackest of Villains. 

Sax Fuaxcisco, Aug. 20. — Altliougb 
the full confession of Mattie Overman 
has not been made public, certain parts 
of it are known. She admits her inti- 
macy with Dr. Brown, and says Mrs. 
Brown knew of their relations. Miss 
Overman cliargea others with wrongdo- 
ing in addition to Dr. Brown. Mrs. 
Tiuinel, in her testimony before the 
Congregational conference on Monday 
night, said that Dr. lirown bad paid her 
altogether about ?oOL) for kee])iiig out of 
the way. She says that Miss (_)vernian 
bad an operation [lerforiiied as the result 
of her intimacy with Brown, and that 
she, .Mrs. Tunnel, was paid to go to 
Tacoina with IMiss Overman. 

iNlattie's confession is in her own 
handwriting, covering many sheets and 
for the present is in the safe keeping of 
liev. W. W. Scudder, of Alameda, chair- 
man of the Congregational committee on 
credentials. This document bears the 
date of .Vugust S, and was written in 
Los .Vngeles, where she is now sojourn- 
ing. .M iss ( Iverman did not jiresent h(^r 
confession in person, but intrusted it to 
the mails, and on the lOtb instant Rev. 
.1. K. McLean, of Oakland, who pre- 
sideil over the council that tried Dr. 
Brown, was astonished to have it placed 
in bis hands. 

In her written confession .Miss Over- 
man makes out Dr. Brown to be the 
blackest of villains, and herself to be 
his willing tool, ready to perjure her- 
self for the sake of having lum held 
up to the world as a much-abused 
man. Jn her letter she said that 
her testimony given at the church 
trial was untrue from beginning to eiul, 
and that every statement made by licr 
befor(' the council had been cai eluily re- 
hearsed in the presence (jf Dr. l!i-own, 
that she might lot say anything that 
would hetrav his guilty j)rai'ti(es to llie 
people who had looked upon him as a 
modtd of prouriety and virtue. 

Miss Overman wrote that she was im- 
pelled to disclose the true story of her 
relations with the former pastor of the 
I'irst Congregational church of San Fran- 
cisco because she felt that some of the 
members of the council had been re- 
proaching themselves for their fiudin^ss 
in till! church trial. She wished to soothe 
their feelings liy telling them that had 
they diH'lared lirown guilty of one of the 
hla(d;est crimes against tiie cliurcb and 
society they would not have gone 
amiss. I'Jvery word of her formia- 
testimony, she said, was false, and 
she did not hesitate to declare that 
fibo had niaintaincd improper rela- 
tions with Brown on many occasions. 
ThdUgh tliere was no studied ell'ort at 
litterness againtt Dr. Brown, there was 
an under-current of resentment against 
her betrayer that was manifest in every 
other line. 

At times the document was almost 
hysterical in confession of sin, and went 
into particulars regarding the connection 
of others with the case that the council 
lid not consider relevant and which 
were not weighed with the portions re- 
lating directly to the confesHion. She 
said that she was trying to lead an up- 
right life and riutlive the past, and that 
her only hope in doing so was to confe-'s 
her wrongdoing with Dr. Brown. .As 
Dr. Brown lias only heen snspeiule<l by 
the Congregationalists, a meeting wiil j 
be called in the near future lo have him I 
formally expelled. The i5ay c infeionco 
will at once take up the case and will 
summon Miss Overman from Los 
Angeles to appear before it and tell

"Itell her to go home, to do anything 
ratlu r than learn to hustle and ];now 
what it means to be ;i seavcnger for 
n(-ws," he said tersely as ho drew ii blue 
pencil througji a long paragraph writ- 
ten ill a fcmiiiino baud in the manu- 
.script |j( fiirc hini. 

Tliat liliic pencil, by the wav, linw it 
figures in the life of a newspaper wnni- 
an — how she hates it! tihe writes a de- 
scription of some tea or ri'ceiitioii she 
has hceii sent to report, or she makes a 
story out of s(iin(\ street in<ddi!lit, snid 
when ilnnc she b.as compiled a prolitable 
amount, jihrasi s nicely turned and !is 
inanj' words in a si'nlencc^ as it can con- 
.sistently contain with gtxid grammar, 
but tlicn comes the blue pencil of the 
editov who reviews the copy, and words 
go down liefore it like rijie hay before a 
scythe, epigrams tinnecc.-;sary to ilie 
matter in hand are sent into oblivion 
tmd the long column becomes u small 
one at proportionately less money.

Drawing out a basket, ho plunged Jiis 
hand into ti mass of folded manuscripts 
which lion^ tlie mark of rejection. 

"These have (H)me from a horde of 
applicants from all over tho country 
aud are all useless. Bat what do they 
teach? That women — for they are most- 
ly all fiom women — ani restless, need 
work, and there isn't enough to go 
around. More than this, they jirovn tiiat 
at some time or other in her life the 
average woman is afllicted with a desire 
to write. I got retims and reams of 
good iMiglisii, and I can't use it. It 
would be a kindness to let tlu^ aspirant 
for journalistin honors realize one tiling, 
tliat the world is filled with peojile who 
can write a good letter — pen plirases 
lirettily turned and without a mistake.

Tho woman who writes specials, 
providing she writes good oiio.'j iiiul 
finds a comfortable demand for her 
work, may have many sides to her life. 
It is not necessary for her to go tn tho 
newspaper oflice vi'iy often. An inter- 
view with an editor about oik'o a week 
to submit a list of ideas and luiother to 
the enshier on salary day are all snni- 
eient. Her work is varicil, and if she 
loves th<\ writing of her thoughts she 
may even rejoice in it. Siicciais are 
tlio.so articles, usually in tho Sunday 
papers, treating of adventures, bits of 
the city's Olid or hidden life, an account 
of c.viicrienci'S that may he humorous, 
pathetic, startling and generally suit- 
able for illustration. These wrticle.s are 
paid f(U' at space rates and bring on ini 
iiverago among tho best jiapers iu the 
large cities $10 per column. As most 
are a column and a half or pcihap.s 
tv.'o columns in length, one sperial each 
Sunday brings a good salary. Where a 
writer is not under contract to a pajier 
other papers will yield her similar r. 
turns. 

Two things are true of most iMnvsiia- 
per women. Thiidniig and working 
luuong men h.-\ve made tlieni iidvaiiced, 
and there is scarcely one who does not 
desire ti wider liberty for her sex. They 
are also boheniians in tho best sense of 
lhcwt)rd, living alnm^ or liy twos or 
threes in stnilii 1 fashion wliieli pi'riuits 
perfect in<lc[ieni|( lice of action — for 
above all things t hi' ncw.spaper woman 
is a law unto herself.

" Altruism " wag the subject of an 
eloijuent address delivered at the South 
Park school last night by Hon. Colonel 
Baker, minister of educatiou, before the 
Teachers' Institute and a large number 
of other ladies and gentlemen. In his 
introductory remarks tho speaker ob- 
Borved that the subject of his lecture 
had suggested itself to him as ho recog- 
nized how imjiortant a part in moulding 
tho characters of the future men and 
women the teachers played if they ful- 
filled their duty. It was good some- 
times to turn aside from the 
hum drum of life to study 
society and the various forces im- 
[lelling us along the path of evolution. 
The study of sociology iinpressed one 
with the truth ot tlio conlimiily of 
thought ; how the mind is not only ex- 
ercised for good or for ill by its pres;)'nt 
environment, but has its eH'ect on those 
who come afterwards. The thoughts of 
Plato and Socrates still lived ami exer- 
(;ised their inlluerice on tin; niirids of 
the present generation. Tnis continuity 
and arrangement of thought had been 
given substance by the printing jiross 
and w riting. Plow iileas impress thern- 
sc;lves on the mind cannot always be 
proved, but the onward waveof progress 
thrusts itself against oar brain and leaves 
its impress there. It was not long ago 
that people would have laughed at the 
idea of being able to see through a solid 
substance as the Roentgen ray now made 
possible. Ah with science, so may aa 
great womiers be achieved by 
the mind in the future. One's 
Boul or mind goes on for ever and 
therefore ]ieople have a pcrsoniihinterest 
in the future. Whatever measure of de- 
basemeiit is in a man's mind now, ho 
will he have to nnike it good in the 
future. " As you sow so shall you reap," 
18 true, not only of religion but of 
science. There were two great forces, 
acting in nature — that of evolution to a 
higher plane and that of degeneration 
towards the primitive. Between these 
forces stood the power of free will. To 
degenerate no effort seemed to be neces- 
sary, but to be lifted up recjuireil the 
eflbrt of the will that produced the evo- 
lution to a higher sphere. The lecturer 
illustrated degeneration by the lowly 
" sea sciuirt," the parent a sea weed, the 
oll'spriiig a higher order similar to the 
tadpole, which as it grew older 
det;enerated into tho weeil. So 
with a man the expression was 
used of " run to seed," and how- 
easy it was to imagine when looking at 
some drunken sot, how 8U(;h a jierson 
could degenerati; lower and lower in the 
scale of humanity. 

Now, one of the functions of altruism 
was to knit society together and to lift 
men to a higher level. So altruism had 
to do with the teacher, through whose 
inlluence the characters of children 
were influenced better or for worse. 
Voung minds were influenced by envi- 
ronment and if it was acknowledged 
that there was et(;rnity of mind, 
and mind is induenced by environment, 
it could be understood that the more the 
teacher could elevate the child, the more 
he did for aociety in the future. It was 
therefore in everyone's interest to eufl'er 
sacrifices now, if necessary, to benefit 
the human race in the future. There- 
fore the necessity for altruism or one's 
duty towardsone's neig'hborasa function 
of society. Science had an important 
bearing on altruism for by means of the 
telegraph and the printing press 
the thoughts of many persons 
were gathered together " from all 
parts of the world and disseminated 
broadcast by means ot the dailv news- 
paper, 60 that science and mechanism 
enlarged the environment or the area of 
all ruism. 

Tho dictionary delinitioii that altru- 
ism was tlie opposite of egotism was 
somewhat mislead ing, for though egot- 
ism could exist without altruism , ah ru- 
ism could not u.^ist without egotism. 
They were rather theeompleiiientsof each 
other. Thi.s the s|ieaker illustrated "by 
picturing a young man alone on a desert 
isjaiid waking up oblivious of the past. 
With no one hut himself to care for lu; 
laboied for the purpose of satisfying the 
pangs of hunger and to suBtain himself. 
This labor was entirely egoistic; there- 
fore egoism was necessary to existence. 
Then one day he finds on the island a 
woman. The man loves her and then 
he labors cheerfully, not for himself 
alone, butforhiscompanioii. He will face 
dangers for her and undergo sacrilices 
for her sake »vhile she will act as his 
h(;lpniate. Exislence then is not u sellisli 
one, but, resolves itself into altriiiHiii. 
.Mother love the speaker spoke of as a 
\iHi\i lyp(; ofaltrniHiii. From this it was 
easy to si'C the expansion into the fam- 
ily, the Irilie ami then the nation. Tlie 
hiwH of nature recognized tho survival of 
the litlest, otherwise the increase would 
be so great that there would not be 
enough to sustain all. In the process 
of evolution there was the development 
of tho physical force and the physical 
force or development of the mind and 
these were two co-operative for(;e.s. fn 
the earlier stage of primitive man physi- 
cal for(;e |)redominate(l and " might was 
right," but as mini asceiicled in the scale I 
of (;voluti(Hi the ]isy(;hical force iiicr(;as(;d 
ami mankind had conn; to recognize that 
" right was might." (Applause.) The 
laws at first were for the beiielit of the 
few, but as the altruistic spirit grew 
it made a reinarkiible change in 
the laws of all nations. The 
spread of education had brought 
this about and the efTects would be even 
more marked as time went on. The 
laws were now instead of for the few 
" the greatest good for the greatest num- 
ber." The goal still far distant would 
ho reached when ''mammon is de- 
throned and intellect is king." At pres- 
ent we were passing through the tran- 
sition stage. Freeeducation iiiHtitutions 
for the benefit of humanity and other 

tho 



shoulder for the common good of hu- 
manity, and to implant in them rever- 
ence for women. " And what will you 
tell the girls? " ho concluded. " Say to 
them that they are the source of altru- 
ism and that men are what women make 
tlninu"- (Applause.) • ■. -

Rev. S. (.'leaver 
irave tho address of welcome in a neat 
speech, and Rev. T. Scouler heartily re- 
sponded on behalf of the visiting delegates. 

IJr. Campbell and Rev. .). K. Belts intro- 
duced ••Cur Field in British Columbia" in 
.■ilKn't. siiiey addresses, which elicited eoii- 
;<idcralil(' diM-ussimi. Miss Morgan and 
.Miss .\ mist rnnj,' read excellent papers-tbe 
I'oriiii'r nil " The best nietliod id' reacluiif; 
the Chinese women and eiiildren," and llie 
laller on " How to reach the Indian wcniieii 
aiul.chililri'ii." Rev. E. Robsoii delivered 
a good uddiesa on "The relative 
value ot Indian boarding schools," and set 
forth their great benelit to the Indian 
children in mission work. Mr. Russell, 
who was unable lo be ])reseiit, sent his 
paper on " The jiosition of the government 
111 relation to the Indian ilay schools," 
which was read by .M r. Swartont ; the pajier 
was full of t,'ood suggestions, 

Rev. .1. K. (.iaidiuT and .Mr. ('. A. Col- 
ni.'in presented papers on "The place and 
value of I'hinese schools." They argueil 
that such schools were essential in this 
country lo Clunesc missionary work. Both 
declared that the law was not impartially 
administered in regard to the Chinese; 
that laws were framed to militate against 
them, and that they were cursed, abused 
and cheated by the white man, which 
charges were vit,'oronsly cliallenged and 
denied as correct by some nieinbers of the 
ciinferenee.
